A trip into the Southern States is good tonic for 
feeble Republicans. The political contest is very 
exciting—the Radicals in favor of adopting the 
new Constitutions, the Democrats for rejecting 
them.

MURDER OF COL. ASHBURN OF GEORGIA. 

The murder of G. W. Ashburn, at Columbus, 

1 Monday night of last week, is a peculiar signifi¬ 
cant event, as giving a certain insight into the des¬ 
perate nature of the Kuk-Klnx Klan. At midnight, 
somewhat more than tbirtv meD, disguised with 
masks and various spectral devices, surrounded Mr. 
Ashburn’s lodgings, broke open the rear and front 
doors, and proceeded to his room. He had a pistol 
in liis hand, but was prevented from ustog it by 
the sudden assault, ten or twelve shots being rapidly 
fired at him, threo of them with fatal effect. Ho 
received one ball between the eyes, one below the 
hip from the rear, and one in the mouth, ranging 
upward, this last being probably fired after he had 
fallen, in needless brutality. Only five of the 
masked gang were in the actual murder, the rest 
guarding the house, and during the deed no police 
appeared, and the assassins departed unmolested. 
Mr. Ashburn was one of the few original and un¬ 
flinching Southern loyalists, and served in the 
Federal army during the war, leaving it with the 
rank of Colonel. He returned as an uncompro¬ 
mising supporter of the Congressional measures, 
and was a member of the late Constitutional Con¬ 
vention held at Atlanta. Considerable discrepancy 
exists in various views of his character, some ac¬ 
counts lauding him as little short of a saint, and 
others vaguely hinting at faults which his death 
forbids dwelling upon, in so awful a way as to sug¬ 
gest the other extreme. Without question, tho 
deed was a cowardly assassination, and evinces plain¬ 
ly that that the Kuk-Klux Klan aims at higher posi¬ 


tions than the ignorant negro slave or poor white 
occupy. The Columbus Sun was filled for some 
days before with boasts of the arrival there of this 
organization, and threats of “ woe to the degener¬ 
ate,” with profusion of headings, italics, and the 
like points of emphasis. Such words as these : 
“ Something terrible floats on the breeze, and in the 
dim silences are heard solemn whispers, dire im¬ 
precations against the false ones who have proved 
recreant to their faith and country,” were more 
than surmises; they prove certain foreknowledge 
of this and similar deeds, and thoroughly justify 
the strong severity of military interference.

THE ACTUAL STATE OF FEELING, AS ASCERTAINED 
BY A TWO MONTHS TRIP THROUGH THE SOUTH. 
—A CANDID SUMMING UP. 

Correspondence Cincinnati Commercial. 

Cincinnati, March 16 1868. 

Fob two months I have been journeying in the 
unreconstructed States. I have swung around the 
circle through Louisville, Memphis, Jackson, Miss., 
New Orleans, Mobile, Montgomery, Atlanta, 
Augusta, Savannah, Charleston, Raleigh and Rich¬ 
mond, and have written my impressions from day 
to day, nothing extenuating or setting aught 
down in malice. I think I have gathered my facts 
with an impartial eye, and used them with a 
cautious pen. In previous letters I described 
many scenes and events that carried their own les¬ 
sons. I sketched six of the Southern constitu¬ 
tional conventions, and in reading over those 
sketches in print, with a matured experience, I 
find no word to blot In this letter (which shall 
have the double merit of being the last and the 
shoitest), I simply desire to express in as few 
words as possible the convictions that have resulted, 
from a varied contact with Southern sentiment as 

Of the industrial condition of the Southern 
States, I have said everything that is to say. That 
section will do all that can be hoped for if it 
raises enough this year to feed itself. The _new 
system of labor is seeking its levels. Agnenlture 
there is in a transition state. The plantation is 
going out and the farm must come m. Ten yeara 
hene! the Southerner will be cultivating a hundred 
acres instead of scratching over a thousand on 
borrowed money and nn-paid-for provisions. 

If anv Republican discovers his silver plating 
getting thin, let him take a two months’ Southern 
journey. A thoughtful and observant man will find 
himself newly eleetrotyped in the party faith that 
swept away secession and slavery, and which, if true 
to itself, will expand and ennoble by statesman¬ 
ship what it so steadfastly helped to save by the 
sword. .

It is 
bat a short time ago that an orthodox minister in New 
fork whipped to death his child of three years old, to 
compel it to repeat a prayer. It would have been well 
for him if tie had learned the maxim of the Indians, 
uid praoticed it. Mrs. "Jameson, describing her short 
Kijoura with some of these uncivilized tribes, says : 
■•I neTer heard the children scolded or threatened, and 
their mothers told me such language was never used. 

I nw no evil results from this mild system. The geDe- 
ial reverence and affection of the children for their pa¬ 
rents w.,-; delightful to witness." 

Theologians and politicians have been prone to adduce 
the enslavement of negroes as sufficient proof of their 
nutnrel inferiority. Judged by this standard, there is 
no justice in classing Indians among “the subject 
reces.” White men have outnumbered them, as a 
tbonaand to ono, they have tortured and slaughtered 
them, they have hunted them like wild beasts, they 
h»ve brutified them with drink, they have heaped 
enough of discouragement and contempt upon them to 
crush nil manhood out of them ; but they could never 
eocceed in making them slaves. I once asked Edmonia 
Lewis which she preferred, the black race of her father, 
or the red race of her mother. She replied, “ My mo¬ 
ther's people never submitted to slavery ; and I honor 
them for that.” Speaking of Edmonia, reminds me of 
in impromptu witticism of hers. Some years ago, an 
old C&lvmistic minister exhorted her to attend revival 
meetings, and frequently took occasion to reprove her 
love of frolio. Seeing her running and romping with 
•ome other girls, before breakfast, he exclaimed, “Ah, 
yon child of Satan!” “Good morning, father,” she 
replied. 

The quiet decorum of Indians imparts a dignity to 
their deportment rarely mpt with in the most elegant 
drawing-rooms. Mrs. Jameson, after describing 
“range costumes, grotesque finery, rags and dirt, 
adds, “But in manners, they are the most perfect 
gentlemen I ever saw. We are twenty white people, 
with three thousand seven hundred of these wild 
cteeturea round us, and I never in my life felt more 
•ecority. I never met with people more genuinely 
polite.” 

The stoicism of their manners has given rise to the 
tdea that they are deficient in feeling ; but in reality 
their affections are very strong. This is especially 
'“dtcated by their tender memories of the dead, and 
*tiar longing to rejoin them. When a delegation from 
“* Ctiippewas visited Washington, in 1849, a babe 
•tin was brought with them sickened and died. The 
gfief of the parents knew no bounds.

But the State of Georgis 
coveted their lands, and they were driven off to a 
Territory beyond Arkansas, by a series of insupporta¬ 
ble persecutions, at which the government of the 
United States winked, if it did nothing worse. How 
can people improve, who are never secure 
possession of their lands ? Yet while we are perpet-1 
ually robbing them, and driving them “ from post to 
pillar,” we go on repeating, with the most impudent 
coolness, “They are destined to disappear before the 
white man.” And we “nail it with Scripture,” just as 
we did our enslavement of the negroes, “japhet 
shall be enlarged, and inhabit the tents of Shem, and 
Canaan shall be his servant.” If the white m’a 
Japhet, all I have to say is, he has behaved in a 
cally manner toward Shem and Canaan. 

Presented from such points of view, how must 
religion appear to the Indians, who have always be* 
lieved in One Great Spirit, the Father of the whole 
human race. No wonder there has been so little 
success in attempts to convert them to Christianity. 
Their ideas of politeness prevent them from ever ridi¬ 
culing or contradicting the theological opinions of 
other people ; but when missionaries told them of a 
hell where sinners Were punished to all eternity, per¬ 
haps there yas some latent sarcasm in their reply, 
“If there be such a place, it must he for white men 
offiy- L. M Child.

high moral courage,” etc., etc., and much complaint 
on the part of those who are about to establish jour¬ 
nals of the “ independent ” and “ incorruptible ’’ kind, 
of the want of these desirable qualities in those already 
existence, nevertheless, men of real sense soon dis- 
ver that such a thing as a truly and thoroughly inde¬ 
pendent newspaper is scarcely to be found in the coun¬ 
try. One editor will freely allow the use of his col- 
3 for the exposure of one phase of an evil and 
another for that of a different one, but there are ex-, 
tremely few who can afford to permit a full exposure of 
all the aspects of the slavery question, for example : 
The Standard at least enjoys this proud eminence— 
its object is neither money nor popularity. 

In a recent debate in the Legislature of Pennsylvania 
i the new Registry bill. Mr. John Hickman incident¬ 
ally declared that the whole Irish Catholic vote of the 
country would be given to sustain the Democratic party 
its denial of the right of sufi'rage to the negro. 
This frank declaration of a most remarkable and note¬ 
worthy truth awakened the ire of an Irish Catholic 
member of the House, who proceeded to make himself 
ridiculous by the usual grandiloquent talk about his 
being “the gentleman’s peer;” but it is worthy of 
record that he did not condescend even to deny the ac¬ 
cusation. He merely denounced Mr. Hickman, in the 
Hibernian style, for calling public attention to the fact, 
which he tacitly admitted. 

The Republican newspapers of the State, so far as I 
have been able to learn, very generally censure Mr. 
Hickman’s independence, reminding one forcibly of a 
short extract which yon gave your readers from Mr. 
Latham’s recent book on America, in which that gen¬ 
tleman declared that the Fenians had adroitly managed 
get at least one of their number into the editorial 
corps of nearly every newspaper of importance in the 
country. 

Mr. Hickman is reported to have said, in the debate 
referred to, that “an intelligent negro was better than 
Irish Catholic.” I felt sure, when I read the report, 
that this was a misrepresentation—that he could never 
have uttered a remark so childish and silly ; and'I 
learn that he has publicly denied having done so. 

But the broad fact remains fund I, for one, am 
heartily thankful to Mr. Hickman for having called 
public attention to it in this straightforward manner), 
that of all foreigners who come tons from the old 
world, the Irish, alone, have, throughout this struggle 
„„ the slavery question, uniformly, as a body, taken 
the side of oppression. Notwithstanding this noto¬ 
rious fact, a large number of the ‘ ‘ Radical ” editors of I 
the State still continue to cringe to them in a very ser¬ 
vile manner, while they most decidedly give the cold shoulder 
to the black man. These “independent” and “unter¬ 
rified ” persona are extremely careful to disclaim all 
sympathy with Mr. Hickman, but if an impudent 
Irishman, just arrived in the country, demands the dis¬ 
franchisement of our native-born colored citizens they 
dare not whimper. This is a fair specimen of their 
“fearlessness.” 

Ex-Governor Curtin, during his speech at the fete 
Republican Convention in this city, most warp J 
avoided all sanction of manhood suffrage, though he 
was obliging enough to intimate that after we have en¬ 
lightened public opinion sufficiently to force the Re¬ 
publicans to take ground in favor of that measure, he 
“ will be found standing with his party— not one step in 
advance of it." On this little promise we may all rely 
with perfect security. No one will be surprised at it 
who remembers the proclamatiori he issued at the 
breaking out of the civil war, forbidding John Brown, 
Jr., and his black Canadians to set foot on “ the sacred 
soil ” of Pennsylvania, on their way to fight the battles 
of freedom and a country whose oppression had driven 
them into exile.

The Union League Club, of this city, has removed its 
headquarters from Union Square, to a new, spacious 
and elegantly furnished club-house on Madison Square, 
comer of Twenty-sixth street. John Jat, Esq., is the 
President of the Club. The first general meeting of the 
members in the new building was held on the 9th inst. 
The attendance was large, including many distinguish¬ 
ed citizens and members of the Club. Mr. Jay occu¬ 
pied the chair, and delivered an address. After allud¬ 
ing to the past services and the encouraging prospects 
of the Association, Mr. Jay said: 

In regard, gentlemen, to our future, I think I can 
safely say that whatever of-change or novelty there may 
be in the appointments of our Club-House, there is no 
shadow of change in our national position or our poli¬ 
tical aims. We stand where we have always stood, by 
the Constitution which makes ns one nation, and by the 
jmmortal principles that constitute us a free people. 
We demand, now as ever, equal and exact justice for 
men, and we do not exclude from the rule that class 
of our Southern countrymen who, during the Rebellion, 
were faithful to the Republic. But the contest between 
those who then fought against the flag and those who 
defended it has been Tenewed in the field of politics, and

under whom, during the war, it proved faithless to the

virtual repudiation of the war debt, the undoing of all 
that has been done toward reconstruction, and the 
plunging the countiy once more into confusion, with 
wreck of commercial confidence. We cannot for¬ 
get that the Democratic leaders who still in 
party, are the same whose short-sighted Pro-slavery 
statesmanship for years committed them to a course 
policy and legislation in violation of free speech, the 
liberty of the press, freedom of debate, and the right of j 
petition, and in fevor of pro-aggression upon the constitu¬

SENATOR WILSON AND GEN. GRANT. 

Mb. Bedpath sends us the following letter fr 
mator Wilson written in response to a criticism 
contained in a recent article from Mr. B. published 
in The Standard. It will be noticed that Mr. Wilson’ 
t;-A.imony in regard to the important question o. 
Grant's personal habits settles nothing beyond what 
he has or has not himself seen : 

Senate Chamber, 1 
Washington, March 30, 1868. J 
Mr Dear Sir : In a communication to The Anti- 
Slavebt Standard you say that “Senator Wilson 
works for Grant, who is no Radical, and objects to 
other candidates who are Radicals, because they some¬ 
times drink.” I am sure you do not intend to be 
unjust, hut you certainly have placed me in a false 
position. For thirty-seven years I have been a pledged 
temperance man, and I have striven to be faithful to 
cause my heart- loves and my judgment approves. 
While I have ever regarded intemperance to be a ter¬ 
rible calamity to humanity and a sin against God, I 
have always felt the deepest pity and sympathy for all 
whoso lives were blighted by it. I know of no Radical 
whose name has been mentioned for the Presidency 
who get drunk, or to whose nomination I have objected 
because he sometimes drinks. I have seen Gen. Grant 
le camp, in his office, at his own house, and at 
dinner parties where liquors were freely used by 
others, but I have never seen him drink even a glass 
of wine, nor have I ever seen him when 1 had the 
slightest reason to think he was in any degree under 
the influence of drink. 

You say further, that I work for Grant, who ii 
Radical I have done little work for Gen. Grant; 
lor it was not necessary that any one should work for 
him. The Republicans of nearly every State, with 
great unanimity, have pronounced for him ; but this 
result was not achieved by work, but by the needs of I 
the country and the instincts of a patriotic and liberty- 
loving people. I took occasion more than two years | 
ago to express on the floor of the Senate my conviction 
that a patriotic and liberty-loving people, betrayed by 
the President, would turn to that great soldier 
summon him to marshal them to victory. Thirty-two 
ago I fully committed myself to the anti-slavery 
, and I have striven with voice and vote to ad- 
i it to its final and crowning triumph. It was 
because I was an anti-slavery man, a Radical Repub¬ 
lican, because I believed the cause of equal and im¬ 
partial liberty to be above the ambitions and interests 
of public men, and because I believed Gen. Grant 
would cany the cause to assured victory, that I turned 
n as the Presidential candidate of the Republican 
party. I know him to be an honest man, just, and 
whose fidelity to his country and to the equal 
rights of all countrymen oannot be questioned. 

Gladly would I have welcomed the nomination of 
some one of the veteran anti-slavery men, if such 
nomination could have assured the success of our 
in the great struggle of this year. But the 
pioneer anti-slavery men have ever been forced by the 
needs of their struggling cause to be self-sacrificing 
and self-forgetful. That self-sacrificing spirit and 
self-forgetfulness have achieved glorious victories for 
humanity in the past, and I trust will win-in the future 
the election of a President under whose Administration 
the unity of the country wifi be assured, and the equal 
rights and privileges of all its citizens secured.

Mb. John Baker Hopkins, in a sensible little book 
called “The Fail of the Confederacy,” published 
year in London, writes a final chapter on “the 
Future of the Union." After referring to the struggle 
by which the House of Commons in England obtained 
the undisputed legislative supremacy which it now en¬ 
voys, he says : 

Precisely the same change has taken place In the 
government of the United States. The authority of the 
President has declined. Mr. Johnson has vetoed sever¬ 
al bills, but they have been passed over his veto, and 
the action of Congress has been sustained by the 
tion. By a true instinct, the people will not permit one 
to rule, but commit, despite the lex scripta ot the 
ititution, supreme power to CoDgress. Henceforth, 
Congress will rule, and the President will reign. But 
for that, we might, indeed, be anxious about the future 
of the United States. Wherever there is individual 
rule, there is virtually a despotism, whether the ruler 
be called Emperor or President 

The change that has taken place will involve 
ther change. Congress is striving to control the 
Executive, just as the Parliament of England controls 
the Executive. This is the inevitable result when a 
popular assembly becomes supreme in legislation. The 
assembly that makes the few will not rest until it has 
the power and opportunity of enforcing the due e: 

"' i acts. In England, the Executive—that is, 
the Cabinet—3its in Parliament, where it is rea. 
answer questions and to give information. The Cabi- 
thongh nominally chosen by the Crown, is depend¬ 
ent for its existence on the will of the Commons. 
Hence it is that the division of offices does not i 
fere with Ihe unity of rule. The Commons not only 
legislate, but they enforce the due execution of their 
will and acts. We may be sure that ere long the'prece¬ 
dent of England will be followed in America. In every 
session Congress is more and more inconvenienced by 
of direct relations with the Executive. The 
government of the country is dangerously enfeebled. 
There is hut one remedy. The ministers must be 
members of Congress, and they must hold office du¬ 
ring the pleasure of Congress. This reform will be one 
the immediate consequences of the supremacy of | 
Congress, and it will be accelerated by the contention; 
with Mr. Johnson. For that contention has taught 
Congress how its acts may be virtually set aside by 
Executive that is independent of Congress. 

“ There is another change growing out of the 
premaey of Congress that will attract some attention. 
The office of the President of the United States will 
forever be one of the highest distinctions to which a 
aspire. But hereafter the President will not 
be dictator. The altered status ot the President will 
necessitate an alteration in the mode of his election. 
The people vast supreme power in Congress, and it 
therefore absurd that they should be called upon to vote 
for the President. Why should the country be period¬ 
ically agitated for the choice of an officer who is, after 
all, inferior in power to the Congress chosen by the peo¬ 
ple? It will be no small boon to the United States to 
be rid of the turmoil and disturbance of Presidential 
elections. Perhaps the most efficient plan would be for 
to choose a President annually, or every two 
years, from the six senior members of the Senate, who 
have not already served the office of President. After 
the expiration ofthe term of office, the President would 
return to the Senate, and therefore a statesmen might 
be Chief Magistrate without putting an end to his pub¬ 
lic career. But the mode of electing the President is
